1.1 In regards to the objections to the drawings, applicant ahs amended the drawings and the 
objection is withdrawn. 

1 .2 Applicant has corrected the date on the IDS submission and the IDS has been considered 
by examiner. 

1 .3 In regards to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, applicant has provided sufficient 
explanation in the response dated 12/3/2008 and the rejection is withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4 are 
allowed for the following reason/s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious improvement 
over the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 3818902 to Kinoshita. 

2.2 Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a camera comprising a bundle of optical fibers that are 
unitized on an inners surface of a housing, and wherein an end section of said bundle of 
optical fibers reaches the emission window and is thus exposed at the emission window. 

2.3 Claims 2-4 are dependant either directly or indirectly on claim 1, and are thus also 
allowable.
